A colourist by vocation, V&n&toru Is not a maker — of ooploi 
of nature ; his arllsllo approach proves to be a strained travel 
In the geography of bis awn emotional states and In the spaoe 
of tho ordering laws or thinking, Tho motif — very much as In 
his portraits or in his still lives — Is Just a pretext j tho oan- 
vu llvea through its omotlonal level.

Tho Executive Political Cnm- 
nilltea af the CC of the RCP 
hold a meeting on Friday, Fe- 
bruary 26, under Ihc Chairman- 
ship of Nlcolae Ccauijescu, Ge- 
neral Secretary «t the Romanian 
Communist I'arty. 

'The executive Political Com- 
mittee debated several reports 
on I he activity curried through 
In 1D87 for Iho fulfllmoni of 

major croiiomlo Indicators, no 

well as on (he conclusion of 

conlrnolA for production and 
projects under tho 1088 plan In 
Industry, Investment and con- 
struction. 

Tho Party General Secretary, 
Nlcolae Coaiujeacu, requested 
that, nil conclusions should be 
drama from Iasi year's activity 
and slrorUnlls. The need was 
underscored for action lo bo ta- 
ken to attain planned parame- 
ters In ail oommiK'iloiicil units, 
as woll as in the units to be put 
on. line, to uso machinery, e- 
auipmciit and Installations at 
tho highest levels or efficiency, 
to continuously update fixed na- 
sals, to perform on-time, qua- 
lity overhauling operations with 
a view lo ensuring the smooth 
run -of the entire production ac- 
tivity. 

President Nlcolae Ceau$meu 
also slresaeil Ihe need to cut tlie 
consumption of raw and subsi- 
diary material*, of 'fuel and 
energy and to boost productivi- 
ty, In line with the provisions 
of tho special programme in 
force, to rapidly conclude 1BS8 
contract,*, showing that condi- 
tions were Jn place for tho ful- 
filment of the linporlnnl tasks 
set for Iho ongoing year. 

Discussing ihe report on Ihe 
evoiulfon of prices nnd tariffs 
In 1987. the Executive Political 
UemmlUca assessed the situa- 
tion In this area as flue, with 
prices anil tariffs maintained 
Inst your below the planned le- 
vel. In liroad Hues, prices wo- 
rn maintained at Iho same level 
and, in some fields, went down ; 
there was no price else over this 
Interval. 

Tho Executive Political Com- 
mit ico further discussed s' re- 
port on tbc results or Ihc ani- 
mal census taken on February 
1, 1988 ; animal head In agricul- 
ture as a whole increased with 
mast species, 

Analysing the rcmills scored, 
Ihe Executive Political Commit- 
tee considered them unsatisfac- 
tory, more particularly with 
cat lie anil sheep, which arc bo- 
low possibilities, below lito re- 
quirements or (ho new agrarian 
revolution. 

In connection with the. ques- 
tion approached, the Executive 
Political Comm nice endorsed a 
programme of measures for li- 
vestock In 1988. 

The Executive Political Com- 
mittee also heard a report, on 


tho application of the provisions 
of Ihe recent dccrco ou unmojly 
granted for a number of offen- 
ces and tho reduction of aonlca- 
oos. 

Tho Executive Political Com- 
mittee considered that measu- 
re, taken upon the initiative and 
proposal of Iho Party General 
Secretary, Nlcolae Ccnugcscu, to 
accord with the humanitarian 
policy promoted by tho Roma- 
nian parly nnd slate. The rra- 
poollvo step was well received 
by public opinion In this coun- 
try and enjoyed strong rever- 
beration abroad. . 

DeneflltJng from iho efreris 
of llmt step were roughly 00 
per coni of tho persons that bad 
boon sentenced or wore under 
Investigation. So far, almost all 
the persons released have been 
assigned a Job. It wm pointed 
out Hull emphasis should bo 
placed on ou-Lho-jeb reeduca- 
tion, on the enhancement of the 
educative role of Iho collectivi- 
ties of working people, of the 
family and of society In fighting 
anil preventing any violation of 
Ilia laws of the state and of tho 
norms of soolnl life. It wan a- 
grecd in principle that tho si- 
tuation In this field be review- 
ed and iho criminal code corres- 
pondingly amended. 

Durlhg ihe meeting, ibe Parly 
General Secretary proposed- that 
tho legal provisions concerning 
tho death sen (once should bo 
reexamined, so (hat (hat sen- 
tence be maintained exceptio- 
nally, [or a limited number or 
highly serious ortcncos against 
stale security and (be country's 
sovereignty. 

Tho Executive Political Oom- 
mltloo further analysed n re- 
port on the evolution of the 
major demngraphta phenomena 
in 1987. 'According lo the (lula 
In tliu report, Ihii birth rule Iasi 
year registered a iNmillvu course 
as against 1088. 

The Executive Political Com- 
mittee red lies led Iho Higher He- 
alth Counell, the Ministry of 
Health, the health directorates 
and Ihe entire medical and nur- 
sing slnff lo work most respon- 
sibly for till! unswerving linplo- 
meniallun or the parly and stale 
policy In tho demographic area, 
Tho Executive Political Cnin- 
nilltco also examined a report 
on tho activity -of solving Ihc 
proposals, intimations, com- 
plaints and applications of the 
working people addressed to the 
party leadership, tn local party 
nni state bodies, to mass am! 
pub No organizations, lo Ihc 
pre-is, the radio and television 
In 1987. Approving Hint roper I, 
the Executive Political Commu- 
te o -decided that U should be 
submitted to Ihe plenary meet- 
ing of the Party Central Com- 
mit loo far approval.

The Socialist Republic of Ro- 
mania has always worked Tor 
(Ins development of economic, 
technical, scientific and coope- 
rative relations with all the Ela- 
te*, whatever their social sys- 
tem, without am 1 conditions, on 
Iho basis or the principles of 
full equality, respect for nal to- 
nal Independence anil sovc.rol- 
gnty, noii-lnterrormrc In Inter- 
nal affairs anil mutual advanta- 
ge, Ip conformity with unanim- 
ously recognized International

Tariffs and Trade (GATT). „ 

In this spirit, Romania has 
promoted a policy of expanding 
nml diversifying Its economic 
and commercial ties with the 
United States as well.
